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L REMARKS 

Formal M sitters 

Claims 1-28 arc pending after entry of the amendments set forth herein. 

Claims 1-4 and 19-22 were examined and were rejected. Claims 5-1 8 and 23-28 were withdrawn 
from consideration. 

Applicant-? respectfully request reconsideration oftiie application in view of tlie remarks made 

herein. 



R ejection under 35 U,S.C,Sl02(al 

Claims 1-4 and 19-22 were rejected under 35 U.8.C.§102(a) as allegedly anticipated by WO 
95/06470 ("Scolnick"). 

The Office Action staled: 1) a HMG-CoA reductase inhibitor, a statin such as lovasaum, 
simvastatin, pravastatin, and fluvastatin, being an agent thai, specifically reduces apolipoprolcm 124, is 
useful in a composition to be administered or a pharmaceutical formulation; and 2) these statins arc 
known to have molecular weights in a range within Ihc instant claim. The Office Aciion concluded that 
Scolnick anticipates the claimed invention. Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection. 

The instant claims recite compositions and pharmaceutical formulations comprising an agent that 
specifically reduces apolipoprotein E4 (apoE4) domain interaction by at bast about 10%. As the Office 
Action noted, the statins discussed in Scolnick arc I IMG CoA reductase inhibitors. Scolnick neither 
discloses nor suggests an agent that re duces ano E4 donn in interaction. Accordingly Scolnick cannot 
anticipate the instant invention as claimed. 

The Office Action stated that it is well settled that "intended use" of a composition or product, 
e.g., "specifically reduces apolipoprotein E4 domain interaction by at least about 10%" will noL further 
limit claims drawn to a composition or product. However, the ability to reduce apof£4 domain 
interaction is a property of the recited agent, fjot an "intended use." The compounds discussed in 
Scolnick do not possess the property of reducing apoE4 domain interaction. Accordingly, Scolnick 
cannot anticipate the instant invention as claimed. 
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Applicants submit that the rejection of chiims 1-4 and 19-22 under 35 U.S.C. §l020o']»ns been' 57 
adequately addressed in view of the remarks set forth above. The Examiner is thus respectfully 
requested to withdraw the rejection.
